THE WEATHER 

Warmer weather has prevailed 
the early part of this week, with 
daytime temperatures in the 30 to 
40 above range. The ground is still 
covered with snow, which is dis¬ 
appearing slowly. 


The farm operation of C. W. 
Loose, south-west of Vulcan, suf¬ 
fered $30,000 loss, Thursday, March 
10, when a building housing 250 
pigs burned to the ground. 

Loss includes the 250 pigs, 100 
of which were due for market this 
week, the 40’ x 110’ fully modern 
barn, 2,000 bushels of feed, self- 
feeder, automatic gutter cleaning 
esuipment, furnace and chopping 
machinery. 

Of three possible causes of the 
fire, the electrical wiring, the 
thermostatically controlled furnace 
and the chopping equipment, the 
latter operation is believed re¬ 
sponsible. It is thought a piece of 
metal went through the machine 
during operation that day and dur¬ 
ing the night ignited the feed in 
the barn. 

Insurance partially covers the 
buildings and animals but the lay¬ 
out, capable of producing from 
2,000 to 2,500 market-ready pigs 
per year, will be hampered for 
lack of heated housing facilities. 

Two fire rigs, one .from the 
nearby airport and one from town 
fought to save adjacent buildings 
from 2:30 till 4:45 a.m. 

First sighted from a second 
story bedroom window by Mrs. 
Loose, the fire had burned the 
south end of the bam which forms 
the start of a partial semi-circular 
yard plan which includes, In addi¬ 
tion to the burning barn, another 
long 200* pig barn housing 450 pigs 
at the time, a workshop and other 
units, in the centre of which are 
three residences. 

By the time Mr. Loose, his son 
Bob and the farm workers reached 
the doors of the doomed building 
the pigs had died of suffocation so 
attention was turned to the next 
building 20 feet to the north. The 
north wall of the burning struc¬ 
ture was propped up with corral 
poles to prevent it falling against 
the adjacent building and the pigs 
there were driven out Into the 
coulee as it was feared the threat¬ 
ened building could not be saved. 

When the two fire-rigs arrived 
with a combined total of 800 gal¬ 
lons of water the wall nearest the 
flames was kept wet and the 
truck tanks were kept full by n 
bucket brigade from the farm 
water supply. 

The destroyed building was 
quon-set styled wood construction, 
built in 1951. It was more recently 
converted from a cattle barn for 
pig production. The automatic 
cleaning — an endless linked chain 
set down in the gutter running 350 
feet around the cement floors, 
which carries the washed-down 
refuse into a sever system- was 
added within the last year. The 
building was divided into four sec¬ 
tions with accommodation for 400 
pigs. A tractor standing by the 
building was removed before dam¬ 
age was done. 

One problem was evacuating the 
next building as the pigs refused

Loose felt it was through several 
lucky factors 'hat damage went no 
further. The fire was spotted in 
time to get preventative action 
started on the next unit, and what 
wind there was came from the 
rest of the spread, rather than to¬ 
wards it. The airport fire engine 
was new and the 500 gallon tank 
had just been filled at 1 a.m., that 
morning. Also, Mr. Loose feared 
the town unit would not be per¬ 
mitted to travel that distance and 
was very appreciative of the help 
given by the town fire brigade.

First Lomond Baseball Team 


Elvin M. Benson of 3911, 2nd St. 
N.W., Calgary, sends along this 
picture of the first baseball team 
organized in what is now the Lake 
McGregor area. In Mr. Benson’s 
letter accompanying the picture 
he says: "There was no railroad 
between Nanton and Brooks in 
those days, so for sport and enter¬ 
tainment we organized the first 
baseball team east of Snake Valley 
at a country store named Brunetta, 
half-way between Armada and 
Lomond, In 1910. We encouraged 
other communities to organize and 


later played Reid Hill, Sweet Val¬ 
ley (now known as Travers) and 
Bow City and took on all comers. 

The picture above is of our team 
following our first game with Vul¬ 
can in 1912, the first year of Vul¬ 
can’s existence. The picture was 
taken alongside Mrs. Plumb's 
board and lodging house across 
from Dodd's Livery Barn. Our vic¬ 
tory in this game encouraged us 
and as other towns came into be¬ 
ing, such as Champion, Carman- 
gay, Sundial, Retlaw and others, 
we discarded our overalls for real 


baseball suits and took them all 
on. In 1914 the railroad arrived in 
Lomond and we became the Lom¬ 
ond ball club. As oldtimers will re¬ 
member, Lomond has sponsored 
some very good baseball since and 
played all teams from Lethbridge- 
to Calgary in various years.

good soil. Nitrate fertilization 
markedly increases the percentage 
of prussic acid in a plant. 

It is doubtful if horses and swine 
are ever affected by prussic acid 
poisoning; however, cattle and 
sheep are very susceptible. Stock 
affected by the poison sometimes 
die in a few minutes after eating 
only a small amount of the dan¬ 
gerous forage, perhaps only a few 
mouthfuls. However, in most cases, 
symptoms appear in about 10 or 
15 minutes. Symptoms include 
drowsiness, twitching of the 
muscles, staggering and laboured 
breathing. 

It has been found that startch 
and sugar check the rate of for¬ 
mation of the prussic acid. If a 
poisoned animal is discovered In 
time, a drench of molasses or sugar 
diluted with water may be helpful 
but a veterinarian should be call¬ 
ed at once to give additional treat¬ 
ment. 

If a fanner wishes to have flax 
analyzed for prussic acid content, 
he should contact his local District 
Agriculturist <for details on how to 
prepare a sample and where to 
send it. In the Province of Alberta, 
a feed analysis service is maintain¬ 
ed at the University in Edmonton. 

If It is found that the flax hay 
contains only sub-lethal quantities 
of prussic acid, chances of poison¬ 
ing are diminished by giving cattle 
or sheep a feed of grain before 
they are allowed to eat the flax.
